VILLAGE ROADS AND WORKS ORDINANCE 


No. 1 of 1927. 


An Ordinance to provide for the Construction 
and Maintenance of Village Roads and 

other Village Works. 


[IE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as the Village Roads Short title 
and Works Ordinance, 1927. 


2. In this Ordinance, except where the context otherwise Definitions

Village” means any town or village other than a town 


having a Municipal Council.

Taxable inhabitant’ means: 


(a) any able-bodied male between the ages of 16 and 
60 years ordinarily resident within the limits of the village; and 


(b) any person owning immovable property within 
the limits of the village whether resident there or not. 

“District Commissioner includes a Deputy District Com¬ 
missioner and an Assistant District Commissioner.

“Village Authority” means, in the case of a village having 
a Local Council, the Local Council, and in other cases the 
Mukhtar and notables for the time being. 

3. The following works may be undertaken under the Works to be

(a) The construction, maintenance, and repair of 
any road, track, or path connecting the village with the main 
road or with another village or villages.

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(b) The cleaning of ony drains, pools, cisterns or 
public water-courses in tin* vicinity of the village when 
they are in such a state as to he injurious In the health of the 
inhabitants. 

(c) Any work lor the improvement of the sanitation 
of tin 1 village. 

i. (I) The Village Authority shall, before a ilale to Im> 
uotifie«l locally by the District Commissioner, submit to him a 
programme of I he works to be undertaken at the expense nf 
tla 1 village during the ensuing year, wliieli shall sol out: 

(a) Iht* locality, nature and extent of the works lo 
lu' undertaken; 

(b) I ho provision which is proposed to he made lor 
tin* execution of such works; 

(r) the approximate dates at which each work is to 
he carried out; 

(d) the number of taxable inhabitants. 

(-) Where the Village Authority neglects to submit 
within the time appointed for the purpose a programme of ilu* 
works to bo undertaken, or submils a programme which in the 
opinion ol the District Commissioner is defective or inadequate, 
the District Commissioner shall determine the 
he carried out at the expense of the village < 
and shall prepare a programme of such works 
it to the Village Authority with instructions lor its execution.

f>. (1) As soon as the programme of works to he carried 

out at the expense M the village has been fixed, the District 
Commissioner shall make provision for the cost thereof by 
requiring every taxable inhabitant of the village to contribute 
such sum not exceeding £E. 1 as may he determined by the 
District Commissioner in consultation with the Village Authority. 

(2) The district Commissioner shall make the re¬ 
quisition by posting in some conspicuous place in each village 
affected a notice under his hand which shall state the work to 
be executed and the amount of the contribution to be made by 
each taxable inhabitant. The notice shall further state that any 
taxable inhabitant who desires employment upon the works shall 
notify the Village Authority. 
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ti. The Village Authority may employ upon the execution Contribution of 
of the work any taxable inhabitant who has made the notification work in lieu of tax. 
mentioned in the preceding Section, and shall pay him wages 
at such rate, not being less than IT. 10 a day, as may be 
determined by the District Commissioner in consultation with 
the Village Authority. The amount due from such person on 
account of the money contribution shall be deducted from the 
wages payable to him. 


7. The Village Authority shall serve on every taxable 
inhabitant who has not made the notification to the Village 
Authority mentioned in Section 5 (2) or who is not employed 
on the works^ a notice demanding payment of the contribution 
due! If the contribution is not paid within 20 days of the 
service of the notice, it shall be recoverable in the same way 
as taxes due to the Government.

8. Any dispute arising between two Village Authorities Determination of 
as to the village at whose expense any work required shall he lli sputw>. 
executed, shall be referred to the District Commissioner whose 
decision shall be final.
